Mediation Tukiiig Shape. 


Notwithstanding the many reports 
f European mediation, they assumed 
heir first tangible form Monday after- 
noon, when at least two of the foreign 
stablishments in Washington received 
(flicial information that an exchange 
if notes between the great powers was 
now in progress with a view to arriv- 
ng at a basis on which they could 
make a joint proposal for mediation. 


It is evident that the exchange has 


not yet been productive of a commou 
understanding, as the ambassadors and 
ministers at Washington have not yet 
eceived 
instructions to initiate this 


movement. 
Their only information 


thus far is that the notes, ar.e passing 
by telegraph between .the capitals of 
Europe. 


It had been understood that France 


and Austria were most active in bring- 
ing about this .movement, and that 


_ real Britain had held aloof from it, 
but it developed later thatlhe British 
government was also taking part in 
:he exchange, and that in case of con- 
certed action by the power's Great Brit- 
ain probably would act with the others. 


The Spanish government seems to be 


tiopeful of results from this movement, 
and this inspired additional ground 
for the belief that it will not be regard- 
ed with favor by the United States. 


The diplomats, however, think that 


if a common understanding was reach- 
ed by the great powers of Europe such 
suggestions'as these combined powers 
might make could not be lightly set 
aside. 


Pmofl of tlio World. 


The general view of the diplomats Is 


that the movement is not so much one 
toward reconciling the United States 
and Spain as it is to preserve the peace 
of the world by combined action. 


Spain's policy in this matter is one 


of urging upon the European powers 
that if Cuba was free from Spanish 
sovereignty the next move under the 
Monroe .doctrine would be to bring an 
end to European control over other 
West Indian possessions. 


Great Britain, France and Denmark 


have interests in that locality. In oth- 
er quarters It was stated that the in- 
fluence of the powers was more likely 
to be. exerted on Spain in urging her 
to the largest possible measure of con- 
cession. 


An arrangement was reached during 


the day by which the United States 
and France 
will, co-operate through 


their ministers at Denmark in the es- 
tablishment of a public cable station 
on the Danish island of St. Thomas. 


The cable is owned by a French com- 


pany, but its use has become'of vital 
importance to the United States gov- 


i ernmeit, owing to the possible base of 
I naval operations in the Leeward 'isl- 


ands. 
Secretary Long was particular- 


ly desirous of having this cable ar- 
rangement effected. 


As a result of conferences a dispatch 


was sent to the United States minister 
at Copenhagen 'asking him to secure 
the consent of the Danish government, 
and at the same time the French au- 
thorities arranged to have their minis- 
ter at Copenhagen exert similar influ- 
ences.

Spain is 
agreeable to this, but there is little 
hope that the Cuban insurgents or,their 
American sympathizers will accede to 
the proposal.
